Work on tbs Wreck Proceed lug Very 
Slowly. 
Havana, March I.—Little work was 
done yesterday by ’the divers from the 
tug Right Arm. Captain McGee, who 
is in charge, seems to lack authority 
from the wrecking people and others 
and is indusposed to work on his own 
judgment, except in smaller details. 
Captain Sigsbee was on board the 
United States lighthouse tender Fern 
and waited for the Spanish divers, but 
they did uot appear.

Officer of the Maine Thinks That Will 
be the Finding. 
Key West, Fla., March I.—-When the 
court of inquiry adjourned yesterday 
evening after a short session, Captain 
Sampson seemed satisfied, and held a 
short interview with Rear Admiral Si- 
s ard after which he returned to the 
Iowa. The members of the court are 
maintaining the saute reserve here as in 
Havana regarding the investigation. 
Few here know more than they did 
before the arrival of the court from Ha­ 
vana. 
An officer of the Maine, however, 
who was examined by the court yester- 
' day, talked at length with a correspond- 
* cut. 
“I can't tell you,” he said, "what 
line of questioning was adopted, but the 
court will find, I believe, that the Maine 
was blown tip by design, though I don’t 
think it will be able to ascertain exactly 
how. The court’s finding will be based 
on negative rather than positive evi­ 
dence. 
“By this I mean that all the testi­ 
mony heard so far has, bit by bit, upset 
theories of those who think the explo­ 
sion was of internal origin. This nega- j 
tive evidence is so strong and so general 
that I see no possibility of the court de­ 
ciding that the explosion was internal. 
“The only alternative then left for 
the court is to fall bock on evidence 
which points to the intentional blowing 
up of the Maine. This, I think, will be 
done, unless the court formulates a the­ 
ory of its own or declares that it does 
not know how the disaster occurred, 
both of which conjectures I think im­ 
probable.” 
Members of the court, when the sub­ 
stance of the interview was brought to 
their attern iou, declined to have any­ 
thing to say.

London, March I.—Rev. Dr. Charles 
A. Berry, who 
visited the United 
States iu October last as cliairmau of the 
Congregational Union of England, in an 
effort, it is said, to induce the United 
States senate to confirm the arbitration 
treaty, and also to advocate church 
union, replying to an influential Ameri­ 
can writes:

justified in insisting upon order even if 
it becomes necessary to superintend the 
management of affairs.”

Washington, March I.—The condition 
of affairs between Nicaragua aud Costa 
Rica % beginning to arouse serious ap­ 
prehension iu official circles, as it is said 
to threaten to involve not only these 
two countries in war, but also to draw 
all of the Central American republics 
into an armed conflict. The diet of the 
greater republic, including Nicaragua, 
Honduras and Salvador, has submitted 
a demand on Costa Rica for an explana­ 
tion of the entrance of an armed force 
of b00 men from Costa Rica into Nicar­ 
agua. 
No reply has been given, so far as is 
known to officials here. 
Nicaraguan authorities assert that the 
600 armed men entering from Costa 
Rica were not an unauthorized force, 
but wore acting with the knowledge of 
the president of Costa Rica. 
If Costa Rica gives no explanation in 
response to the demand of the diet, it is 
feared serious trouble will follow.
